The new route will have 
many advantages for prospectors who 
would work in the country about the 
headwaters of Xanana and Forty Mile, 
and will result in the opening of a 
great American territory. 

Secretary Gage will at oaoe advertise 
the route and the Government will do 
all in its power to have it hecoms the 
American road into the gold fields. 
San Francisco will be urged as the 
proper outfitting point. 

REVENU E CUT TER BILL. 

It Provide* for a Host for this Coaat— 
A Duplicate of the McCulloch. 

Washington.—Senator Perkins has 
introduced a bill in the Senate provid¬ 
ing for an appropriation of $260,000 
for the building of a revenue cutter for 
service upon the Pacific Coast. This 
cutter, if authorised, will be of the 
same type as the McCulloch, which did 
such good service in the battle of Man¬ 
ila bay when in the auxiliary navy. 
That vessel was built according to a 
bill put in by the Senator from Califor¬ 
nia and has fully justified all expecta¬ 
tions. 

With the Hawaiian islands to be 
watched from San Francisco and the 
necessity for good vessels to make long 
reaches along the Pacific Coast, the 
Treasury Department will be much 
gratified by the provision for such an¬ 
other vessel for use on the Pacific and 
will then have such a fleet that it can 
patrol all the coast with good vessels. 

Senator Perkins also presented peti¬ 
tions from the Anti-Debris Association 
asking for appropriations for the Sacra- 


sionof the navy to which Mr.Gosohen’-s 
supplementary estimate of July 22, 
1S98, was a British offioial reply. If 
not, I added that the British supple¬ 
mentary 'programme would not be car¬ 
ried out. 

Later news places the facts beyond 
doubt. 'Not only has the admiralty 
now definitely ordered GoecbeiV’s four 
battle-ships, two to be built on the 
Thamre, one at Lairds, at Birkenhead 
and one at Palmers at Jarrow and two 
•of the ifov.r very large cruisers, but 
Gosuben has, according to tihe Times, 
actually anticipated • the coming naval 
estimates in the House of 'Commons 
and ordered that two more first-class 
battleships be laid down on the 'Clyde 
immediately. 

Tfaneexpenditure of money 'before it 
is voted looks even unconstitutional, 
but a precedent can be femnd, and as 
the Times adds, Gosohen may oonfi- 
•denrtdy rely on the support of the 
country.

■toSUMt for Additional Fund* for 
Needed Repair*. 

Washington.—The Secretary of the 
Treasury has asked Congress for $-46,- 
009 to «epair the San Franeisoo Mint 
building besides the sum wbioli will 
be given'to it from the amount, asked 
for in <tbe general repair bill. A letter 
which asks for the appropriation was 
sent to Congress and says the report of 
Superintendent Roberts shows that 
there is a general disintegration of the 
coping and cornices of the structure 
and the walls from the top oonree are 
in such si tape that unless some repair 
work is done soon it will result in 
further damage to the structure. The 
Secretary makes his request for money 
for this purpose emphatic, and there 
is a good ebanoe that it will be al¬ 
lowed. 

The probability of securing an appro¬ 
priation for a Postoffioe building at 
Oakland at this session are increasing. 
Many members of the House Commit¬ 
tee on Public Buildings and Grounds 
have expressed their readiness to give 
the money, and the Senate Committee 
is in favor of the appropriaton.

He should lx* properly bal¬ 
anced ns to brain and muscle, and 
should use the former fully us much 
os the latter. Farmers who are umk- 
lug their business pay are built this 
way. No farmer of sound mind and 
unimpaired health should fail at farm¬ 
ing. tor It, more than any other occu¬ 
pation, is suggestive of Its own re¬ 
quirements preceding success. 


and If dried on fences or exposed ft 
the sun or weather are only fit for the 
glue-maker. A butcher’s skinning 
irnife should always be used, and no 
employe should be permitted to take off 
hides without one, as the loss from 
one hole In a hide would buy several 
such knives. These few rules are sim¬ 
ple enough, but their adoption means 
a great deal to the country slaughterer. 

Hillside Cultivation. 

First take a level and tape line, go 
30 feet from the top of hill, measure 30 
feet from top all round the hill, setting 
stakes at each place; then take the 
level and see what kind of a slope you 
have to deal with. If medium slope a 
| one-horse plow is sufficient—say a slope 
of 2 or 3 feet—but for more would re¬ 
quire a deeper furrow. Run twice to 
each 30 feet of ditch. Throw dirt out, 
leaving a ditch 2 feet wide, 1 foot deep 
or a little over; on these banks sow or 
plant blue grass or red clover to hold 
the banks. Then plant two rows of 
trees 0 feet from these ditches, prune 
up to be bushy and thrifty, and then If 
i you wish you can set grape vines along 
| the ditches about 2 feet off. Let rows 
of trees be 15 feet apart each way, and 
you have your orchard fixed so as to 
turn your liogs in when you wish, to 
pick up all the fallen fruit. By this 
method you will make both ends meet. 
The hogs will become healthy and fat, 
your trees will be free from borers and 
'■ many other Insects that raise In the 
! fallen fruit. The fruit will be much 
larger and finer and free from rotten 
spots, and the trees will be vigorous 
and healthy.—Practical Farmer. 

State Care of Roads. 

When the State aids the counties to 
Improve the roads it simply taxes both 
city and country for that purpose. A 
road is really the property of the State, 
In one sense, as It is free to the resi¬ 
dents of the cities and can be used by 
any one. But the farmers should not 
wait for State aid to improve tba 
roads, as they cannot afford to haul 
their produce over roads that are al¬ 
most Impassable. The tax on each 
farmer for road purposes Is very small 
compared with the benefits and advan* 
tnges derived.—Exchange. 

Look to Details. 

The time lias come when the Ameri¬ 
can farmer must look to every detail, 
both In production and In waste on the 
farm, if he would keep abreast of hla 
enterprising neighbors. The day haa 
passed when there Is a good living In 
the soil alike for the shiftless and the 
energetic. Careless methods which ob¬ 
tained on some fnrms fifty years ago 
will not now stand the severe competi¬ 
tion of improved machinery and Intelli¬ 
gent management.

Prepare for the Ice Crop. 

In locating an underground ice house 
select a knoll in a dry place which rises 
higher above the surrounding surface 
than the Ice chamber is deep, so that 
the bottom of the ice chamber will be 
above the base of the bill. This ar¬ 
rangement Is shown by a sectional view 
In the cut herewith in which a Is the 
hill, b Ice house, c drain, d ventilator 
and e trap. 

Lt la necessary to maintain an Ice 
house as dry as practicable and to ex¬ 
clude all air currents from the ice. For 
these ends the drain c is placed in the 
bottom to convey away the drip and the 
ventllaitor fi at the top to carry off 
vapor and damp air. The trap e in 
drain prevents the entrance of air 
through the bottom of house. It Is giv¬ 
en special cAre in construction, the clay 
being well rammed In about drain to 
keep out air. 

In construction the walls, consisting 
of 2 by 6 Inches, set on mud sills 4 by 8 
Inches, are boarded up inside and out

In 1804, by act of Congress, Hon. Car- 
roll D. Wright, the able Commissioner 
of the United States Bureau of Labor, 
was directed to Investigate all ques¬ 
tions relating to the effect of machin¬ 
ery upon work and labor. His report, 
recently published, has attracted wide 
attention, nnd is likely to be appealed 
to as an authority. It had loug been 
known that the Introduction of ma¬ 
chinery lessens the cost of production, 
and thus lowers the price of manufac¬ 
tured articles; but a ripple of pleased 
surprise ruus through the laud when 
the evidence of facts and figures seems 
to demonstrate that the use of machin¬ 
ery also Increases the demand for labor 
by creating new industries, and raises 
the rate of wages, while reducing the 
hours of toll and lessening much of Its 
severity. The use of machinery favors 
overproduction; but this evil Is general¬ 
ly short-lived and self-corrective. It 
rarely affects many lines of business at 
once.

It is 
true that the first effect of a labor-sav¬ 
ing Invention is hardship through dis¬ 
placement of labor.

These call for 
new hands. Some necessity of life has 
been cheapened by the new Invention 
and Is better distributed, and labor lias 
fouud employment lu the new condi¬ 
tion of Industry. The introduction and 
development of railroads is an obvious 
Illustration. All the earlier methods 
of transporting freight and passengers 
seemed at first driven to the wall. Soon 
It was found that the construction, 
equipment and operation of the new 
Iron roads gave employment to vastly 
larger armies of workmen than the old 
method of transportation. It then be¬ 
came possible to carry a ton of coal a 
mile for a cent, and the surplus bread- 
stuffs and products of States far Inland 
were laid down in seaboard cities and 
factory villages at a nominal cost, and 
the demand for teams, to redistribute 
goods and to take passengers to and 
from the stations, soon silenced the 
complaints of horse-breeders and 
wheelwrights. In turn, the output of. 
multiplied factories, whose raw mate¬ 
rial now came within easy reach, was 
supplied with ready facility to the com¬ 
fort and advantage of pioneer popula¬ 
tions beyond the lakes and the Missis¬ 
sippi. The researches conducted by 
Col. Wright are given lu tables cover¬ 
ing nearly seven hundred articles, and 
contrast the results and cost of hand- 
labor and machine-work. They furnish 
a valuable contribution to popular edu¬ 
cation along the line of Industrial eco¬ 
nomics and general progress.

Carbuncles and boils never occur ex¬ 
cept when there is some great depres¬ 
sion of the body. When the former 
disappear, but pains and throbbings 
remain, diabetes may be Indicated and 
a physician should be consulted. 

The only method that will permanent¬ 
ly remove superfluous hair Is the elec¬ 
trical one. Chemical applications sim¬ 
ply burn off the hair, but do not de¬ 
stroy the follicles. About one hair In 
four returns after the application of the 
electrical needle. 

There are no reliable remedies that 
will permanently change the color of 
the hair. Some contain oil or vaseline, 
which temporarily darken the hair be¬ 
cause of the oily gloss which follows 
their application. This effect passes 
away, however, just as the darkening 
effect of hair oil does. 

Cod liver oil Is a food, a fat, and 
when assimilated by the patient In¬ 
creases strength and weight. Some 
chemists have attempted to extract 
from the oil Its supposed virtues, and 
present the same In the guise of cor¬ 
dials and the like. These preparations, 
however, never represent the real value 
of the oil Itself. Either take the pure 
product or a good emulsion of It. 

Acne, or common pimples on the face, 
Is one of the most difficult skin dis¬ 
eases to cure. All pastry, pork, rich 
desserts. Irregular meals and Intoxi¬ 
cants should be avoided, the face 
scrubbed with salicylic acid soap every 
second night and dried smartly after 
being five minutes lathered. An oint¬ 
ment of boric acid, lime water and sul¬ 
phur can then be applied with good 
results. 

Rheumatism leaves a hard, bone-llke 
material In and about the Joints, espe¬ 
cially in middle life, which Is irremov¬ 
able. This accounts for the “grating” 
sound In the knees, sometimes appar¬ 
ent. A good alleviant is a three-grain 
tablet of citrate of Uthla, taken three 
times a day In a glass of water. All 
intoxicants should be avoided, a Turk¬ 
ish bath taken once a week, good flan¬ 
nels worn, and fresh clothing slept In 
Invariably. 

Color-Blindness. 

It is believed that some of the numer¬ 
ous railway accidents in Germany are 
due to the color-blindness of employes. 
From test examinations made It Is esti¬ 
mated that 3 per cent of them cannot 
distinguish between red and green, or 
blue and yellow.

that victory soon declared itself for him. 

When Robert of France beard of these 
feats at arms, he lavished favor aud 
honors npon Colin, and so great was 
the fame of the exploit that it was com¬ 
memorated in the pantomimio repre¬ 
sentations that formed part of the rude 
dramatic performances of the age. By 
degrees the children learned to act it 
for themselves, and it took the form of 
a familiar sport. 

The blindfolded pursuer, as, with 
bandaged eyes aud extended hands, he 
gropes for a victim to pounce upon, 
seems in some degree to repeat the ac¬ 
tion of Colin Maillard, the tradition ot

IN THE HOLY LAND. 

The Ancient City of Jerusalem I. 

Moatly Underground. 

A well-appointed train runs from 
Jaffa to Jerusalem, passing through tin- 
famous orange groves of Jaffa, the Bib¬ 
lical plain of Sheron. the highlands of 
Judea, and the Valley of Repliaim, says 
a correspondent. 

At first sight, and from a distance. 
Jerusalem appears as a hiass of huge 
grey walls, with lofty battlements, 
above which rise minarets, cupolas and 
dark green cypress trees; while all 
round are bare, arid-looking hills on 
the slopes of which modern buildings 
are curiously Intermingled with the 
walls of crumbling old ruins. On en¬ 
tering the city through one of Its num¬ 
erous gates we find a labyrinth of nar¬ 
row malodorous alleys, thronged with 
ft curious mixture of Turks. Greeks, 
lews, Armenians, Copts and Latins. In 
the quieter streets the wludowless walls 
of the massively built houses tower 
above you like the steep sides of some 
huge fortress, while In the business 
quarters we find the same rows of 
squalid looking little wooden cribs and 
roofed bazaars that one sees In almost 
every Eastern town. 

Excavations conducted by Sir Charles 
Warren have proved beyond doubt that 
the ancient foundations of Jerusalem 
are in many -places 100 feet under¬ 
ground, showing that the actual Jeru¬ 
salem of Ilerodian times is now to a 
great extent a buried city. A brightly 
written resume of the work that has 
been done by the Palestine Exploration 
Fund will be found in Ilenry A. Har¬ 
per's “The Bible and Modern Discov¬ 
eries.” 

After a short stay in Jerusalem I rode 
on to Jerico and the Dead*Sea. Outside 
the city walls, and grouped along the 
path that leads to the Garden of Getli- 
semane, were the unhappy lepers, as¬ 
sailing the passers-hy with their sad, 
monotonous plaint—“Lepra! Lepra!” 
Driven from their homes nt the smallest 
sign of the fell disease, these unfortu¬ 
nates expose their hideously disfigured 
hands and limits for the pity of the 
charitable. Another drendful scourge 
with which the natives seem to be af¬ 
flicted to a fearful extent is ophthalmia, 
a disease exhibiting various forms, and 
Involving in only too ninny eases the 
complete destruction of the eye and per¬ 
manent loss of sight. Taken In time, 
ophthalmitis can be healed, but, with 
the characteristic Indifference of the 
Oriental, the natives leave it until it Is 
too late to effect any cure. 

I rode across rough, barren looking 
country, parched nnd dried up by the 
heat of a Syrian sun. Across the Valley 
of Jehosaphat stood Mount Zion, sil¬ 
houetted against the deep blue of a 
cloudless sky; iu the distance lay the 
Valley of llinnom, where In bygone 
days children were consumed In the 
fiery lap of Moloch, the god of the Am¬ 
monites; while on the right glistened 
the white houses of Slloarn. Presently 
the fig and olive groves that surround 
the village of Bethany came In sight, 
and all the women and children in the 
neighborhood turned out with the inev¬ 
itable cries for baksheesh. With the 
descent rapidly growing steeper and the 
surroundings more wild and rugged, we 
proceedt-d until the site of the ancient 
town of Jericho was reached. Far away 
beyond the placid waters of the Dead 
Sea, that glistened brightly In the dis¬ 
tance, rose the mountains of Moab. 

After a good night’s rest at Jericho I 
was off again, accompanied by the usu¬ 
al retinue of dragonman, shields, nnd 
Dthers, for the shores of the Dead Sen, 
where—after a brisk gallop across the 
sandy plains—I enjoyed one of the most 
delightful aud refreshing dips It has 
pver been my lot to experience. A swim 
In the Dead Sea is indeed a pleasure. 
The ride from the Dead Sea to the Jor¬ 
dan Is pursued for some little way 
through a regular Jungle of tamarisk 
trees. I returned to Jerusalem by the 
Mar Saba route. Terched on the sum¬ 
mit of a steep cliff in the valley of the 
Kedron, nnd far from any human habi¬ 
tation, Is a monastery inhabited by 
some sixty or seventy monks, who 
have Inured themselves to a life of the 
most rigorous discipline and fusting. 
After a short stay in this desolate seclu¬ 
sion, I rode back over the mountains of 
Judea to Jerusalem.

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state wagon roads and bonds. 


Someone has introduced a bill to 
bond the State in the sum of $20,000,- 
©00 for State highway construction,and 
another someone a bill to establish 
twenty-nine State wagon roads. Both 
propositions are opposed to common 
sense, honesty and economy. 

As a matter of fact, the roads are 
already established, for the most part, 
which would be entitled to State aid, 
in case a road law should be enacted 
providing for State aid. Again, there 
is no sort of reason or justice either in 
-establishing or designating roads to he 
built or improved exclusively at the 
expense of the State. All public im¬ 
provements should be paid for by those 
directly benefited and so far as is pos¬ 
sible in proportion to the benefits con¬ 
ferred. There are certain main 
thoroughfares extending through s everal 
counties which might justly b e aided 
by the State for the reason that the 
people of a large portion of theJjState 
are benefited by the use of such roads. 
In such cases, however, those w ho live 
Adjoining and on either side of such 
road are benefited more than any 
others. After these come the people 
of the district or county through 
which such roads pass, and, last of all, 
and generally speaking, least of all, 
come the people of the State as a whole. 
Keeping in view this pri nciple of a 
just and equitable distribution of the 
burdens of road building, the road laws 
recently enacted in a number of States i

Always of Bronx#, and a Suit Consiat- 
of Fonr Pieces. 

Sunday school students at the Epiph¬ 
any Baptist Church had a novel treat 
yesterday afternoon. The subject of 
their lesson, says the Philadelphia 
Record, was “The Christian Armor,’’ 
and they were fortunate enough to 
have Dr. MacAllster of Drexel Insti¬ 
tute tell them something about the 
kind of armor used during the early 
day's of Christianity. Paul has much 
to say about armor—“the breastplate 
of righteousness;” “the shield of faith,” 
“the helmet of salvation,” and the like 
—but It was of material and not spirit¬ 
ual armor tbat Dr. MacAllster had to 
tell. 

The armor of early Christian times is 
exceedingly scarce, there being no ex¬ 
amples of It in this country. It was 
made of bronze, and a suit comprised 
four pieces. The cuirass, which con¬ 
sisted of two pieces, a back and a front, 
fastened together with leather thongs, 
the helmet, the shield and the sword.

A Texan has patented a billiard cue 
which Is chambered at the end and fill¬ 
ed with chalk, to lx* discharged through 
a small opening to the face of the cue 
as each shot is made. 

In a new English bicycle saddle a 
metallic ring, supported by braces, is 
struug with straps or other flexible ma¬ 
terial to form a fiat seat which springs 
with the weight of the rider. 

To ascertain the size of finger rings 
a new measuring device has a flat base 
on whieb the finger ls placed, with 
graduated bars to surround the finger 
and indicate the size of ring needed. 

In an improved footrest for boot- 
blacking stands clamps are # provided 
for the sole and heel portions, which 
can be adjusted to lit uny foot and 
clamped in place by a lever at the side 
of tbe base.
